Washington, February 22d. — The National 
Democratic Committee m et at W illard’s Hail, in 
this city, at noon to-day for the purpose of se­ 
lecting the date and place for holding the next 
Dem ocratic Convention to nom inate candidates 
for President and Vice-President. Ex-Senator 
Barnum , of Connecticut, presided over the 
com m ittee, and F. O. Prince, ol M assachusetts, 
acted as Secretary. The vacancy caused by the 
death o f H ubert O. Thompson, of New York, 
was prom ptly filled by the election of W illiam 
Steinway. 
T he organization being com pleted, the Chair­ 
m an stated that the first business in order was 
the selection of a date for holding the National 
Dem ocratic Convention. 
Senator Gorman offered a resolution fixing 
July 3d next. 
This was vigorously opposed by Congressman 
Seott, of Pennsylvania, who was present as 
proxy for W illiam A. W allace. He read a long 
speech depicting the advantages w hich he be­ 
lieved would accrue to the Democratic party 
from a Convention held as carle as May 22d, 
The cam paign should be m ade 'vigorous and 
aggressive by the selection oí an earlv date and 
a distinct and early enunciation to the Ameri­ 
can people of the principies w hich m ight be 
wrought into the Democratic platform . 
Dawson of South Caroliua followed in the 
same vein. 
A nother proposition w as mude to fix June 5th 
as the date, hut this, as well as the early date 
suggested by Scott, was objected to bv Senator 
Gorman, who declared th a t in view o f the fact 
th a t there were 


SOME DIFFERENCES OF OPINION 
In the Democratic party ujkju the tariff ques­ 
tion, it would be im politic to hold the Conven­ 
tion before the Democratic House of Represent­ 
atives had an opportunity to agree upon a tari if 
m easure w hich would bring together the dis­ 
senting opinions and united support ot the 
party. When such a bill had been agreed upon 
the Democrats could fasten upon the Republi­ 
can Senate the responsibility of anv failure to 
enact a law revising the existing tariff law and 
correcting its evils. 
Senator l'asco of Florida briefly expressed 
him self as in favor of an early date. 


TH E EARLY DATE DEFEATED. 
The com m ittee finally, by a vote of 28 to 19, 
agreed th at ihe Convention should be held on 
July 3d next. 
. 
A short recess was then taken. 


OPENING OF TH E MAIN RATTLE. 
On reassem bling the com m ittee gave a hear­ 
ing to the representatives of the various cities 
contending for the honor or securing the Con­ 
vention, the first audience being given to W. M. 
F uller of Chicago. 
He congratulated the Con­ 
vention on the changed condition of political 
aflairs since four years ago. Then twenty-four 
years exclusion from power had im bued the 
Democratic party with a feeling of tim iditv 
when characterized as the m inority party anil 
kept in such m inority. The Republican purtv 
was indulging in the arrogant presumptiou that 
one-hall the Am erican people were unfit for 
public office, but the election of 1884 liad 
changed all that. The honest sim plicity and 
courage of the leader w hich the last Convention 
had selected carried the Democratic party to 
victory, and now three years of Democratic ad­ 
m inistration saw prosperity in the country 
honesty in every departm ent, and success lii 
diplom acy through astuteness, knowledge and 
good sense, rather than through the fierv effer­ 
vescence of pyrotechnic display. It was a m at­ 
ter of consideration w hether the com m ittee 
snould cont-m plate a change of luck bv a 
change of place. 


CHICAGO’S GLORIOUS CLIMATE, ETC 
Chicago offered an unequaled clim ate, the 
am plest hotel accommodations, and the largest 
telegraphic, newspaper and railroad facilities. 
It has an auditorium with a seating eapacitv oí 
8,000, and an Exposition building w ith a seating 
capacity ot 16,000, which could he increased to 
3),000. He then referred to w hat he regarded 
as changing the political conditions o f some 
States bordering upon Illinois, and declared 
that the holding ol the Convention at Chicago 
would have the effect of hastening that change. 
For the first time in thirty two years the 
Democratic party was going Into a Presidential 
cam paign w ith a prospect—on account of the 
possession of Grover Cleveland of the qualities 
w hich nad endeareu Stephen A. Douglas to the 
Democracy—of carrying Illinois. If the Demo­ 
cratic parly gave the ( onvention to Chicago it 
would have a response from the great West next 
Novem ber that would settle the party's nom ina­ 
tion in this country for ever. [Applause.] 


POnKOPOLIS HAS A SAY. 
General H unt presented th e claim s of Cincin­ 
nati, a duty which had been assigned to Sneak­ 
er Carlisle. 
He regretted the enforced absence 
of that gentlem an, who had been summoned to 
the bedside of his sick son in Kansas. Cincin­ 
nati was the center of a g reat circum ference of 
location. It was the gateway to the pivotal 
State of Indiana. It was contiguous to West 
V irginia, which had become a rather doubtful 
State. He believed that if the Convention went 
to Cincinnati, Ohio Democrats would be stim u­ 
lated so th a t they could possibly carry the State. 
1 hey could at least carry two Congressional 
Districts iu Cincinnati. [ Applause ] 


NEW YORK PI TS IN HEP. CLAIM. 
Representative S. 3. Cox, of New York, then 
w ent to the platform to present the claim s of 
the m etropolitan city. T hat citv presented, 
through its business m en, its political organiza­ 
tions, and all the associations which belonged 
to th a t Democratic stronghold, its earnest re­ 
quest : r I lie m eeting of the Democratic Con­ 
vention at that place. Generous offers of accom­ 
modations and hospitality were m ade. As to 
tran-portatlon, New York would stand on a ja r 
w ith any other city; and as to journalistic and 
telegraphic com m unication it was far ahead 
He did not say that New York surpassed her 
sisters in suburban comforts and sea breezes, 
but she was the peer of all other cities, not ex­ 
cepting Constantinople itself. 
[Laughter.] If 
the Convention desires salubrity of clim ate and 
healthful 
comfort—without which no Con­ 
vention could be trusted to do absolutely well— 
Ntnv York should receive the suffrages of the 
com m ittee. 
He declared absolutely, and w ith­ 
out reservation, th a t there was no consider­ 
ation, favorable or untavoiable, insidious or 
open, contem plated by anyone connected w ith 
New 1 ork as to candidates. Bat as to the elec

I n f l u e n c e o f F ood-S u p f l y .—A verit­ 
able plague of Brazil, according to Von 
Ihering, results from the singular increase 
of burrowing mice of the genus Hcsper- 
omys, which, ordinarily very rare, become 
alarmingly abundant at irregular periods 
coinciding with flowering seasons of the 
herbaceous plant which furnishes their 
chief food. This plant, a crcsciuma, reaches 
m aturity and flowers only at regular in­ 
tervals varying for six to th irty years, 
in 
May and .June, 1876, (tlie 'mice appeared 
in prodigious numbers at Lourenco, where 
in a few days they totally demolished tlie 
fields of corn, potatoes, rye and barley, in­ 
vaded houses and destroyed everything 
not too hard for their teeth, and even ate 
fat swine and removed the wooden shoes 
from the cows. 
At the natural rate of in­ 
crease the progeny of a pair of mice would 
reach 23,000 individuals in a season, and if 
their multiplication was favored by an 
abundant seeding of the favorite plant 
every year they would soon drive all other 
living creatures from the country. 


Indian Mounds.—There are many an­ 
cient mounds in this county which were 
probably built by the Indians a great many 
years ago. They are all small, the largest 
ever found being only a few feet in hight 
and not more than ten feet in width. Sev­ 
eral of these mounds exist near the Key­ 
stone range, above Mooney Flat. About 
ten years ago a party of men dng into 
three of them, and found, bones, stone im ­ 
plements, charcoal and ashes. 
It is sup­ 
posed that they mark the places where the 
Indians bury their dead.—Aerada City Her­ 
ald.

Judge Ogden UrJTnjan, of tlie United 
States District Court at Sar Francisco, in 
a letter to Senator Stewart cpon the ques 
tion of Chinese restriction, says: 
To show you how excessive and systematic, I 
has been the dec' pi ion practiced upon u-. J 
will mention that within the last few mouths 
neatly 100 women, imported for immoral pt r- 
poses, «lid whom it was intended to land, as 
previous resident, have been sent ba-h—some 
by the Courts, but the greater part by reason of 
the abandonment ot their cases by their coun­ 
sel. The injustice of refusing any longer to rec­ 
ognize this pit a is hardly worth considering for 
1 believe that by far i lie larger number of these 
cases are fraudulent. but th • frauds are so skill­ 
fully prepared end the petitioners are so thor­ 
oughly • coached " on u’l points as to which 
they may be cross-exarutred that they usually 
escape detection. Add tc this that the -ardent 
District Attorney lias very rarely any evidence 
to offer, anti you will see - and perhaps Congress 
will recognize—that previous residence,-instead 
of Itiing tlie recognition of a right secured by 
treaty, is practically tmi a means of perpet­ 
uating frauds upon the law and the Courts. " 
This is very important testimony. Com­ 
ing from tlie bench and addressed to a 
I nited States Senator in favor of his bill 
to absolutely shut the door against Chi­ 
nese, it must have v eighty influence with 
Congress. 
Judge Hollinan says that Judge 
Sawyer and himself are agreed that the 
Stewart bill ought to pass as a temporary 
measure pending the negotiation of a new 
treaty with China, in order that the pres­ 
ent flood of fraudulent entries may he 
checked. 
Tlie New York Herald, which 
discovered that there were but 381 Chinese 
brought into the country in 1887, should 
study that paragraph in Judge Hoffman's 
letter, in which lie declares that a thou­ 
sand cases would, within a few days after 
the writing of the letter, crowd his calen­ 
dar, all being demands of Chinese for per­ 
mission to land under the “ previous resi­ 
dence ” clause. This number, he adds, wil] 
augment by 500 a month, and, as a result, 
all other Court business must lie put asidei 
or else these Chinese turned loose upon 
bail for an indefinite period.

Mr. E d w a r d A t k in s o n , the famoas 
statistician, whose many developments of 
truth from 
unsympathetic mathematics 
have entertained and instructed tlie read­ 
ing public, has oomc to the front with a 
new study of economics. 
lie ha- found 
now that the best of our great ocean 
steamers are o f such speed and capacity 
that they con carry a ton of freight a mile 
by burning a single ounce-of coal only- 
The Cleveland Leader and Herald, how­ 
ever, throws this proof into the shade. By 
adopting the method of mathematical 
demonstration employed by Mr. Atkinson, 
it shows that the steel steamers of the 
great lakes transport a ton of freight a 
mile, where full tonnage capacity is oc­ 
cupied and the best of fuel used, by the 
expenditure of about three-fourths of an 
ounce of coal, or, as our contemporary puts 
it, it is equivalent to carrying ten barrels 
of flour a mile by burning a lump of coal 
about the size of a walnut.

No change of dates was effected, 
nor was any even suggested aside from the 
( hairiuan’s statement of the object of the 
visit. 
Now the chatter of the Institute 
people about the benefits of a comprehen­ 
sive exhibit at their fair lias nothing to do 
with the question. 
No one denies the 
benefit of the fairs, and the more there are, 
without conflict, and the better and larger 
their expositions, the more the interests 
of the State are concerned. 
But what is 
important, and that the Mechanic Insti­ 
tute jpeople stubbornly and “ hoggishly” 
refuse to 
consider, is 
tlie question of 
dates. 
In heaven’s name let the Institute 
syndicate get up as great a fair as they 
can. 
No one wishes to throve any obstacle 
in its way. 
But why is it necessary for 
that fair to so spread itself over the whole 
season, as to come inte conflict with the 
dates of other and equally .meritorious and 
important 
expositions? 
Cannot 
these 
selfish men of San Francisco -see that they 
will more conserve the welfare of the State

¡ the first of February they expected to be 
able to place an engine in service at the 
place referred to.

And for that reason an addition of fifteen 
feet at least would be necessary. 
\Ve. for 
that purpose, engaged the services of an 
architect, who drew us up plans and speci­ 
fications for the proposed addition, which 
we were about to solicit bids upon, and the 
work would have proceeded immediately 
had we not run upon a snag. The ground 
upon which the building stands does not 
belong to the city, it being the property of 
It. S. Carey. We were told that Mr. Carey 
had publicly stated that under no consider­ 
ation would he seli a part or parcel of that 
block. 
Here was city property on a lot 
which was private property. 
Not wishing 
to place public property on private lands 
we commenced an investigation. 
When 
Mr. Carey was called upon, he said that he 


NEVER HAD AGREED TO SELL 
The property after a term of five years. 
The only promise made by him, lie said, 
was that after a term of five years he 
would leave the matter to tbe appraisement 
of two competent real estate agents, who 
would then appraise the same, not for the 
purpose of selling it, but to determine 
what would be about right for the rent of 
the same. Not knowing of the existence 
of any such a contract or agreement, and 
not desiring to put an expense of $500 or 
$600 on a lot, which perhaps would have 
to be removed at no distant date, before 
proceeding any farther with the contem­ 
plated improvement we endeavored to get 
some more definite information regarding 
the agreement between Mr. Carey and the 
city. 
We went to the City Auditor and 
asked him 


FOR INFORMATION CPON THAT POINT. 
Our effort to find any written agreement 
or even a verbal understanding from the 
city authorities was fruitless. ' We then 
hunted up Mr. Carey, who is a liberal- 
spirited citizen. H e gave us such positive 
and liberal terms regarding the use of the 
ground after the expiralion of a term of 
years that we at once decided to ask for 
bids, and proceed with tbe work of enlarg­ 
ing the building without delay, and the 
house will he enlarged to accommodate 
both the engine and hose-cart. 
As soon as 
this work has been completed the engine 
will be placed in service, and our pledge to 
tbe citizens of that portion of the city re­ 
deemed. 


NECESSITY FOR A RELIEF ENGINE. 
It seems, from the conversation had be­ 
fore the ¡honorable Board of City Trustees 
on Monday last, ihatsom c mistaken ideas 
were entertained by some of our citizens 
regarding the necessity for a relief engine. 
R ight here we wiil sfate that Sacramento 
City has been supplied wish a relief engine 
from a time extending almost back to tlie 
establishment of the Paid Fire Department. 
This engine, as i'.s name indicates, is to 
take the place of any that may become dis­ 
abled or any way impaired. To prove that 
we cannot afford to be, and ought not to be, 
without a relief engine, it is only necessary 
to state that the relief engine belonging to 
this depaitm ent within the past few months 
was in active service some six weeks. Had 
it not been for the relief engine Sacra­ 
mento’s fire department would have been 
robbed lor a m onth and a half of 


ONE HALF OK ITS EFFICIENCY. 
One of the engines, from long use, had 
become so impaired that it was unlit for 
service. Some of the material necessary in 
making the repairs had to be obtained in 
the F a s t; it got lost in the freight, blockade 
east of the Rockies and the machine was 
worthless for several weeks. 
It matters 
but little where a relief ei g'r.e is located, 
for it is not intended lor service, but merelv 
to take the place of a disabled c.t-e, and eaii 
be used for no other purpose. 
We think it 
would be poor policy, indeed, when we 
have three engines, to dispose of the relief. 
Under any and all circumstances it would 
be a short-sighted policy not to purchase 
one for relief purposes'. Not to provide 
against the disability of the engines would 
be poor business tact. There is no doubt 
but that when three engines ere in sctive 
service there will he need for the relief 
engine say six months in the year. 
THE TAX LEVY. 
Regarding the estimate of the expenses 
of the Fire Department for the coming 
year, and which was transmitted to the 
honorable Board of Trustees in accordance 
with existing laws, we have the following 
to sa y ; 
We made the said estimate as low and 
as consistent as the efficiency of tbe ¿'ire 
Department will permit. In ' making our 
estimate we included the expense of put­ 
ting this third engine into service, which 
entails salaries for extra men, feed for extra 
horses, repairs, etc., also the cost of a new 
engine to take the place of the reserve, es­ 
timating the same at $5,000 ; also for the 
IMPROVEMENT OF THE FIRE ALARM 
System, and extending the same beyond 
Twentieth street, its present lim it, into the 
eastern and southeastern suburbs. Those 
three items involve an outlay of nearly 
$10,000. However, we did not ask so much. 
We asked only for an increase over last 
year which would aggregate $5,000. 
hast 
year the support received from the city was 
about $29 0o0, and we asked this year a 
levy which would bring us in about $34.­ 
000. To our utter astonishment we found 
after the honorable Board of Trustees had 
made the tax levy, that the Fire Depart- ' 
ment instead of being increased in amount 
was decreased three cents below last year’s 
levy, am ounting to a reduction ot about 
$3.500, or say seven cents less than was 
asked by the Board of Fire Commissioners. 
Instead of getting .29, the actual amount 
necessary, we are given .22, or $3,500 less 
than was allowed last season. 
The reason of this discriminating action 
against tlie Fire Department we cannot 
understand, unless it is intended, as many 
think, as a cinch game. W e certainly con­ 
sider the Fire Department as im portant to 
Sacramento as the police or any other de­ 
partment of the municipal government. 
We expected to receive at the bands of the 
honorable Board of Trustees the same con­ 
sideration accorded to others, and in this 
we were sadly disappointed. 
We were 
mistaken in our m en; we were not aware 
of the motives that actuate them to the 
performance of certain political duties. 
We will state now, and it cannot be denied 
bv any bnsinscs man who wili take a mo­ 
m ent’s time t6 investigate, that the levy 
made by the hsnorable Board of Trustees 
will not m aintain the Fire Department in 
actual service for one year. The act o f the 
Trustees as nothing more than a roaring 
farce, and. so far as we are concerned, we 
do not intend to let ¿he city suffer on ac­ 
count of any dereliction of duty on the 
part of the honorable Board of Trustees. 
We do not concede to the honorable Board 
of Trustees any right or jtower to regálate 
the department or cut down the estimate 
made by ihe Board of Fire Commissioners. 
Our intention is to coin.met-c' legal pro­ 
ceedings at once to see whether the ¿’ire 
Commissioners or the honoi.abie Board of 


city convention a year ago <1 ft* er. members ; 
ol the.- department were enrolled as dele- j 
gates. Thrs year the “ bosses” will have ¡ 
to took elsewhere for tim ber. We consider ' 
the department, as It exists to-day, equal ! 
to any era tlie coast; and after we'get our ! 
engine out on Nineteenth street—which 
w ill he w ithin a few days—it will have no 
superior any» here. "We have endeavored 
to m ake a good fire department, and in 
order to do so have had to eliminate the 
paraphernalia which encompassed it and 
made it a political wire-pulling machine. 
W e hope this explanation of our course 
in the past, and policy for the future, will 
meet with the a¡iproval of the public, and 
tnat our efforts will rective the moral sup­ 
port of, and be sustained by, our fellow- 
Citizens.

STR EET 1M PRO Y EM EN IS. 


Som e E x trem ely E con om ical P la n s Sug­ 
g ested for S treets an d W alk s. 
Living on M street, I am passing through 
a grading and a prospective graveling ex­ 
perience. What I know now is less, of 
course, than what I shall know when we 
have graded and graveled. But now ¡3 
the time when information 
should be 
sought—and, in my opinion, a time whtn 
invention should be invoked in the inter­ 
est of our streets. The notion is becoming 
quite current that grading of itself is of r.o 
use, but grading must have gravel on top 
to make it last. The gravel, too, disap­ 
pears in a large degree unless it is a thick 
coat and extends over the whole street. To 
gravel and grade at once costs from $2 to $3 
a iront. foot, and this is too much for a 
great many to bear. So we meet with 
many drawbacks in working onr way out 
of the mud and into solid rock or gravel. 
It has been thought that to gravel the 
center of the street would remedy the ques­ 
tion of cost, but the answer is forthcoming 
that if partially graveled, the gravel disap­ 
pears in a year or two and our investment 
i; a dead loss. It hence becomes a ques­ 
tion whether graveling part of the street 
can be made a success, i propose to an­ 
swer that it can. 
It only requires that the 
curbing be placed towaid the center of the 
street instead of at the outside. Take two- 
inch boards twelve or fourteen inches wide; 
lie them together with two by six studing 
and throw the gravel between and we have 
a street strong enough to bear any weight, 
and having given a good coat of gravel t 
can never disappear. There is as much 
timber and as much strength in such a 
curb as there is in a sireet car stringer on 
which a rail is iaid, and if a light rail were 
placed on the street crossing it would prac­ 
tically last for all time. 
Some may say that the curbing should 
be thicker anti not so broad, but 1 am of 
the opinion that if the curbing-board is set 
deeper in the ground that it will go very 
far toward preventing the spread of the 
gravel; but if it should be made saua e, 
it would still cost the same as the curbing 
that is now used on the side of the street. 
The scantling iron driven down to hold the 
curbing in place is equal, or nearly equal, 
to that that would be required for the ties. 
It is not improbable that a tie more sub­ 
stantial could be used, or someother form 
adopted, that would strengthen this curb­ 
ing more, without any greater cost, could 
be suggested. 
I firmly believe that by this means a 
graveled str, et can be made with the same 
expenditure for curbing that is now made; 
that the street can thus be made so sub­ 
stantial that there will be no lossof ground 
and no fail lire of streets ; that we shall have 
substantial driveways, substantial crossings 
for teams, and, at best, but little more cost 
than we at present incur. 
By doing this, many streets car. be made 
first-rate, only not so wide. 
Very many 
streets have only a few teams passing duity, 
and usually one or two at a time. There is 
practically no use for wide streets in streets 
far ont of the traveled thoroughfares. 
In 
such places, too, it is folly to make such 
wide crossings for I rot travel. One good 
board fourteen inches wide, to lay in the 
soil for almost non u;e, is as good as three 
boards 
it (here is not room to pass each 
other, let it be remembered that ihe travel 
is light, and a neighbor could wait on ¡Re 
sidewalk a half minute till ihe other is 
over. 
I hope no one wiil ask what will be done 
about curbing fir the sidewalk. 1 hope no 
one will ret use to have a good street, be­ 
cause we can’t have with it a good sidewalk 
too. The sidewalk at Ihe edge would be 
very nice if it were overgrown with grass, 
and a narrow board would be at least inex­ 
pensive. There would he a small price to 
pay for a good graveled street. By this 
method 1 truly believe the question of con 
tinual construction and waste of our streets 
and oar money can be slopped. It is truly 
discouraging io have to do anything of this 
kind oyir and over again and sliil be al­ 
ways ¡1 Hindering in the mud. 
i. n my npininn that the construeiion of 
slteeis is to be encouraged all over the eitv, 
even it they were only as wide as a street 
car track—i. e., w ide enough lor one team. 
But, of course, it will be very seldom that 
a street not wide enough for two teams to 
pass each other would be made. 
Of course, the width of these can be in­ 
creased as the demands upon them in­ 
creases. 
An additional board for footmen 
cau be laid when one is found insufficient. 
Asit is, nearly all the street crossings in the 
outskirts are without crossings at ail, and 
even if one wide one is found on each 
block, it is less useful than if there were 
more, if even narrower.

Mr. Hammond based his ser­ 
mon on Mark x v , 35: “ And about the 
ninth hour Jesus said with a loud voice, 
My God, my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?” 
He said: "Let us take a journey 
covering immense times and distances, and 
we ere at Jerusalem, and here are three 
crosses on a hill and three persons on them, 
and one of them crying the words of the 
text. 
Our questions this hour are about 
him, 
the 
middle one of the three. 
Who is he—a tnan.orm ore? What does 
He suffer, and what is the character of His 
sufferings? 
for whom dues He suffer? 
Have His sufferings any relation to you or 
me? There is a great crowd about Him— 
all sorts; the most are Jew.-, who have no 
faith in Him, who rejoice at His death: 
but there are others—there is Lazarus, 
whom He has 


RAISED FROM THE DEAD. 
And Janus’ daughter, for whom He has 
done the same great work. There are two 
opinions about Him there, as two opinions 
now. 
How shall we decide? The people 
who reject the divinity of Jesus generally 
believe the B ible; it is easy to settle the 
question from the Bible, old and new. The 
testimony of Jesus is the spirit of prophesy, 
and Isaiah calls Him ‘ the Mighty God.’ 
He himself said to the woman of Samaria, 
‘1 am he,’ that is, the Messiah that was to 
come. 
And again he said, ‘Before Abra­ 
ham was, I am.’ 
God said of him in He­ 
brew. 
‘Thou shalt endure forever and 
ever.’ 
I cannot see how any sane man 
can read the Bible through and not admit 
the divinity of Jesus Christ. But men will 
say, ‘I admit Jesus was a good man, but I 
am not ready to admit that he was God. 
But if a man admits that Jesus was a good 
man he admits all, for Jesus could not be a 
good man and not be all he claimed. There 
is a practical test of this. If any man hon­ 
estly doubt the atonement and salvation 
because of Jesus, will cry, ‘O, Christ, if 
thou be God, have mercy upon me,' that 
w‘ill settle for him the whole matter. 
Moses Stuart, of Andover, came to Xew 
Haven to hold meetings, and the wife of

Invited Mr. Stuart to come to his home and 
converse with his daughters, who were not 
Christians. 
Noah Webster was a Boston 
man. and of the school that rejected Christ, 
and became very angry when he heard of 
it, and forbade Mr. Stuart to conie again; 
but, in spite of this opposition, the girls 
were 
converted. 
They were beautiful 
girls—the belles of New Haven—but Noah 
Webster saw in them after their conver­ 
sion a change that rendered them still more 
beautiful, and this made more impression 
upon him than many sermons. After a 
little he said: ‘If this is true that Mr. 
Stuart is teaching that 
no 
one 
can 
enter 
ven 
but 
by Jesus 
Christ, 
I want to know it,’ and he set himself to 
investigate, and gave himself two weeks for 
the inquiry, shutting himself up in his 
study. 
In two days he sent for Moses 
Stuart, and cried, ‘ God have mercy upon 
me for the sake of Him who died for me, 
and who bore my sins in his own body on 
the tree,’ and was converted.

J. Y. Davis opened the meeting by say­ 
ing that it had been called for the purpose 
of resolving on a plan of improving the 
Freeport road where it was necessary. 
The Chairman then called for a few re­ 
marks from George Hack, au old and re­ 
spected farmer of that place. Mr. Hack 
said : “ GentlemeD, I can state nothing to 
you that will be of much interest, but I 
will say that if we are going to do the work 
let's do it with a will. It will cost money, 
like everything else, and it is only by pri­ 
vate subscription that we can raise it. I 
understand that the gravel can be obtained 
and delivered here by barges at $3 per cubic 
yard ; but I think the cheaper way would 
be to hire teams and haul it from'the pit. 
At any rate the work should go on.” 
Mr. Rheil said : “We have lived here a 
long time and have traveled over bad roads 
long enough, and 1 think it Í3 about time 
we should remedy matters. 
We have sev­ 
eral times considered the matter, but we 
have taken no action. The work should 
go on and I think it can be accomplished 
for $4,000, it only the worst places are grav­ 
eled. We have already subscribed $600, 
and 1 am certain there are hundreds more 
along the river who would donate such 
sums as would increase the amount to a 
large figure. 
Let’s go at it little by little 
and make a rod if we can’t do more.” 
J. Y. Davis, who owns an extensive brick 
kiln near Freeport, said he was much in­ 
terested in the matter and believed that 
$1,500 could be easily raised by subscrip­ 
tion along the road. 
He also thought that 
the Supervisors would be willing to raise a 
sunt equal to the amount they would 
gather, and thus double the sum. 
He esti­ 
mated that the gravel could be obtained 
loaded on the barge at San Francisco at 
$1 10 per cubic yard and the cost of haul­ 
ing would be about $1 per cubic yard. 
He 
had talked with Captain Dwver, and that 
gentleman said he thought the San Joaquin 
Company would haul the gravel at 75 cents 
per ton. 
The Chairman then called on Senator 
Johnston for a few words. Mr. Johnston 
said : 
“Gentlemen, I am interested in this 
road as well as you ate, though perhaps 1 
travel the least on it. It is my opinion 
that when we get all the money we can 
towards the work, we can go before the 
Board of Supervisors and receive a like 
sum. 
Each should consider not what his 
neighbor pays, but should ask himself the 
question, ‘How much aro I to be bene­ 
fited, and what is it worth to me to have 
the road improved?’ 
If he asks him­ 
self these 
questions 
he will 
readily 
determine upon an answer and he will see 
what benefit he will derive. If all will 
work energetically, I think we can accom­ 
plish the work this year, but we want to 
go ahead in a manly, neighborly way and 
though the benefit may not come at once 
or while we live, we can have the satisfac­ 
tion of knowing that our children will be 
benefited. If we can't do it all at once, we 
will do as much as we can. I believe by 
inquiring that we can get good gravel 
cheap at San Francisco, and let us keep our 
roads u d by our poll tax, and if that will 
not suffice, I am one of the willing ones 
who will go down into his pocket aud 
make up the deficiencies. The bed of the 
road will have to be leveled before we put 
on the gravel, but at any rate, let the work 
be commenced as soon as possible. 
1 now 
move that a committee of three be ap­ 
pointed to take charge of the affair and 
have all power to act.” 
The motion was seconded and carried, 
and Messrs. Lufkin, Davis and Rheil were 
appointed. Afterwards Messrs. Hack and 
Mevers were added. 
Senator Johnston was asked to bo on the 
committee, but said 
that his business 
affairs were such that he could not attend 
as he would wish. He said he would do 
as much talking, however, as anybody, and 
he hoped the matter would turn out suc­ 
cessfully. 
It was then ordered that the committee 
appointed inquire as to where they could 
get gravel cheapest and at the same time 
get as many to subscribe as possible.

Time for the W ork—List of Trees Now In

There is already an active movement in 
planting shade trees along streets in this 
city and upon roads leading into the coun­ 
try, but the work needs to be taken up 
more generally and systematically, until 
all vacant blocks of land and treeless streets 
are set out in some desirable kind of shade 
and ornamental trees. 
It will not only 
add tenfold to the appearance of the city, 
but it has also been determined by the 
highest medical authority that trees are 
promotive of health in their effect upon 
eanli and atmosphere. 
Those who have lots, the fronts of which 
are not planted to trees, will find beyond 
question, that the trifling cost and trouble 
of setting out and caring for such varieties 
as may be selected, will be repaid more 
than twenty-fold, in the increased value 
that will be effected thereby, to the value of 
the property. In addition to this, the cool­ 
ing effect upon the atmosphere in summer, 
aud the attractiveness it lends to the city’s 
appearance, shouid stimulate every real 
estate owner, not only to do his duty in 
planting upon his own premises, but also 
to urge his neighbor to do likewise and 
without delay. To aid in selecting trees, 
and giving information where the varieties 
that may be desired can be found, requests 
were made yesterday by the R e c o r d-U n io n 
of the proprietors of the various nurseries 
in Sacramento, ior lists of the varieties of 
evergreen and deciduous shade trees which 
they have in stock for planting. The follow­
